mongers.” In the’fervor of instigation 

against. clergymen the paper puts for- 

ward, quite fantastic. charges, saying 

that .they.are “‘enlisting agents for the 

intelligence services of the capitalistic 

countries.”’ ‘Analogous and still more 

abominable and fantastic and hate- 

poisoned charges were systematically 

flung against clergymen by Soviet pap- 

ers and official spokesmen during the 

whole Soviet. period. How this seed 

of hate must have whipped up bestial 

instincts and passions of the red police- 

meni, soldiers of the so-called ‘“‘destroy- 

ing battalions” and other agents of the 
communist state, who moreover had 
been recruited among the scum of so- 

ciety, it is not difficult to imagine. How 

many clergymen and other people de- 

voted to.religion and Church were mur- 

dered by fanaticised communists, will 

be shown furthermore. The number of 

victims should, however, very easily 

have been much more considerable 

still, if not Almighty God had protect- 

ed the Evangelical Lutheran Church 

of.Estonia from a greater catastrophe. 

Reds Use Past i 

In articles dealing with anti-religious 

. fight in Estonia it was often emphasized 
that ‘the great and long experienoes”’ 
which have been gathered on the anti- 

religious battle-ground in Russia dur- 

ing more than-twenty years, must be 
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taken advantage of in Estonia, too.” 
(‘‘Kommunist,’”’ March 7th, 1941). As 
one of these eperiences the following 
one of these experiences the following 
“One ought to avoid offending relig- 
ious feelings, as this might entail the 
strengthening of religious fanaticism.” 
(‘‘Rahva Haal’”, October 14th, 1940). 
This cognizance, and surely not an in- 
creased tolerance of the communist 
regime towards religion and church, 
is in fact the reason why- there have 
been some cases of punishment for 
offences of fellow-citizens’ religious 
feelings in. Soviet Russia. .As a much 
more effective weapon in the fight 
against religion and church the Soviets 
have of late years had recourse to an 
ever increasing economic pressure and 
arbitrary persecution of the church and 
the clergy. Therefore the same’ wea- 
pons were immediately made use of in 
Estonia, too. 
Churches Discriminated Against. 
Parishes that of a sudden had been 
robbed of all their property by. the 
“nationalisation’’ decrees, were put 
under contributions of different kinds 
\and had to pay them at ruinous rates. 
| Thus the tariff for electric current for 
|churches was 14 times higher than the 
|usual tariff: 5Rbl. 50 Kop. a KWt in- 
| stead of 40 Kop. (This tariff was pub- 
ylished in the Official Journal of the Es- 
| tonian Soviet Socialist Republic No. 22, 
| February 26th, 1941). According to 
i this tariff some parishes had to pay 
startling sums for electric current. Thus 
the Elizabeth parish at Parnu reports 
to the Consistory that for one single 
month it had to pay 550 RbIl. for elec- 
tric current, after which it saw itself 
compelled to reduce the use of electric 
,current to a minimum. 
| The same discrimination to the dis- 
, advantage of the clergymen was made 
,in the rents for flats. Although parishes 
i; had been robbed of their houses with- 
out any indemnification, parsons and 
|organists had to pay rents for many 
times exceeding the usual one. Where- 
jas an ordinary citizen had to pay 30-40 
| Kop. a month per square meter of floor

the clergymen had to pay 2 Rbl 20 Kop 
as a basic rent. But actually the rent 
was considerably higher, depending on 
the total surface of the floor, salary re- 
ceived, etc., so that clergymen often 
had to pay obviously ruinous rents. 
The only aim of this policy was evi- 
dently to ruin economically the par- 
ishes and to bring the clergymen to 
starvation.
